enough to believe with the Heaft, but that with the 
Mouth Confeffion is made unto Salvation ; and that not 
comes the Lord Jefus before Men is next to denying 
im. ) 
From fuch Animadverfions as thefe his Ldhhip paffes 
to the Confutation of what Mr. Whifton had advahted 
in his Letter, and begins with his Affertion, ‘ That the 
*Son is a Creature made by God, by his owaWill,when 
© he thought fit, viz. A little before the Creation of 
* thisWorld, begotten or born after an ineffable manner ; 
‘and that the Holy Ghoft is a Creature too made by 
€ theSon. That the Light of Nature, and common 
“Senfe is ftrong againft the Athanafian Doétrine, the 
© Teftimonies for it comparatively few and uncertain, 
© but thofe againft it very many and very pregnant. . 
To this his Lordfhip anfwers, that Mr.Whiffon is fet- 
ting up a new but very improper and inedequate Rule, 
by which this Controver‘y is to be determined : becaufle 
tho’ that which may be known of God is manifeft to 
us, yet the Light of Nature, Flefh and Blood, could 
never have difcover‘d to us Chri the Son of the Hiving 
God ; a) ier Myftery of GodlinefS God manifefte 
in the Flefh, which even after what has been reveal‘d 
of it, ftill furpaffes our Comprehenfion. But (conti- 


nues bis Lordfnp) if the Light of Nature and even the | 


Revelation which God made tothe Jews from Heaven, 
¢ould not make the Comers thereunto perfeét, but 
there needed a fecond Difpenfation by which we are 
fanétify‘d ; are we to be turn‘d to thele weak and beg- 
garly Rudiments for our Inftru€tion in the Knowledge 
of the Lord Fefus, which paffeth Knowledge; and asto 
aRule by which we are ‘to judge’ of the Revelation 
which God tn thefe latter Timesthas given us, by fpeak-

ing to us by his Son, ‘and neglect thetrue Light, which 
lightech every Man that cometh into the World. 

But if we muft be. fathoming this Abyfs of the infi- 
nite Wifdom of God, his Lordfhip thinks thofe that at- 
tempt it fhould form fuch aScheme as is confiftent with 
common Senfe, how different foever it be from the Re- 
velation of God in the Scripture ; for if even the Light 
(of Nature) which is inthee be Darknefs, howgreat is 
that Darknefs! Matth. vi. 23. 

The Earl asks therefore, if our Saviour be buta Crea- 
ture, how divine Worfhip can be paid to him agreeable 
to the Light of Nature? Or how ean wechange the 
Truth of God into a Lie ( Romansi. 20.25.) agreea- 
bly to common Senfe? And this in fpite of the ma- 
ny exprefs Texts of Scripture, and the firft Com- 
mandment, in dcing Service to one who by Nature is mo 
Ged.’ Gal. iy.8, For his Lordfhip proves from J/aiah 
xlii.8. and Rev, xix, 10. that no Excellency whatfo- 
ever fhort of the Godhead, can intitle any Perfon to 
divine Worfhip: So that if he bea Creature he ought 
not to be worfhipp‘d 5 or if he muft be -worfhipp‘d, he 
muft be God. 

You (fays my Lord to Mr. Whifton) may anfwer that 
you do not think our Saviour Chrift a proper and direédt 
Objet of divine Worfhip. Some of your ee come 
very near to it, and you exprefly fay, nay boaft, that you 
never make the Holy Ghoft the dire&t Obje& of an 
Doxology at afl. The Foundation of which muft be, that 
you reckon him to be aCreature , dnd.this Reafon holds 
with youin the Cafe of the Son alfo. But I am unwilhngte 
carry my Sufpicion fo far, becaufe this Worfhip of Chrift % 
not only permitted, but commanded'to the Angels (P{.xevit. 
7. Heb. i, 6.) Andyou acknowledge (in your Letter te 
the Bifbop of London) that fome of the Scripture Doxe- 
logies are diretted to the Father and the Son jointly, fome 
to Jefus Chrift only. : 

According to the common Senfe and Notion we have of 
creatéd Beings, whatever is: made may be unmade.

But if Mr. Whifton fhould fay that God was pleafed 
neverthelefs to accept this Sacrifice, my Lord affures

Cold. On the 18th the Diftemper got to fuck a Height, 
that his Holinefs.:received the Rites of the Church’ 
and the fame Evening his Breaft began to {well, the 
Fever to rage, .and his Speech to falter.

and the Affairs difeuffed therein were always decided 
according to his Opinion and Advice, which gave him 
fuch Credit; that all Differences between Princes, Car- 
abafladors, Religions Orders, &c. were re- 
fe o his Mediation, and he always decided them 
with Applaufe. His Abilities were found fo extraor- 
dinary, that all the Powers in Europe courted his Fa- 
vour; and the K. of France having refoly‘d to induce 
K. Cha. IL of Spain to make a’Will, thought he ‘could 
mploy none more capable for that Affair chan Car- 
inal Albani, who, in concert with Cardinal Porto- 
carrero, brought it to the defired Iffue. The K- of 
Spain dying the Firft of November'1700, at the very

Mr. Knight being ftill detain’d at Antwerp, not- 
withftanding the Applications made to his Majeity ‘by 
the Britith Houfe of Commons, for making preffing 
In{tances for his Surrender, occafion’d ftrange Specu- 
lations; which were not a little heighten’d when it 
was known that a Learned Civilian of Brabant 
gave his Opinion for his being deliver’d up, as appears 
by the following Cafe, which has been tranflated from 
a faithful Copy- | | 

‘A Native of Great Britain in a Office, where he 
had the Management of publick Money, being fuf- 
‘petted of Mifdemeanors, was cited to appear before 
competent Judges, to anfwer to certain Faéts laid to 
his Charge; which was comply’d with: But hea&u- 
ally flies the Kingdom ; carrying with him (as ’tis pre- 
fumed) confiderable Sums in Money and Effeéts, And 
having croffed the Sea, and Flanders, and Brabant, as 


“far'as Tirlemont, (with an apparent Intention of 


leaving Brabant) he there is overtaken and’ feized by 
the Authority of the Government. The Queftion is, 


“whether any Potentate, &c. can, with Juftice, refule 


to furrender the Perfon fo arrefted, to the Power de- 
manding him ? The Opinion is in the Negative. 

In order to confider the Queftion choroughly, we 
muft firft examine on what Foundation fuch a Refa- 
fal can be fuppofed to be laid ‘and fhew that none 
of them avail in the prefent Cafe. 

This Refafal-may be founded upon two Heads. 

Firft, the Right of San&tuary, {imple atid common. 

Secondly, the particular Privilezes’ of Brabant, 
granted by the 17th Article. of the Joyful Entry,

' As to the Right of Refuge, ’tis neither founded up- 
on Divine Right, nor the Right of Nature, ‘or Nati- 
‘ons; but purely pofitive. On the Contrary, to give every 
Man‘his Dae, and not to Jeave Crimés unpunifh’d, is 
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agreeable to all Right. And to diftinguifh whether 
» pretended Right of Azylum can take place, we 
muit confider the Cale either as Criminal or Civil 

It is certain, that even in Germany (where by. rea- 
fon of the great Numbers of Princes, &c. the Jealoufy 
of their Privileges, in relation to the giving Sanétua- 
ry and.Proteétion is greater than any where elle) 
the Perfon now arrefted ; would never have had that 
Privilege: For there ‘tis properly defigned” for Sub- 
jeéts and Strangers tranfgrefling within the Territo- 
ries of thePrince. For which the decifive Reafon in the 
Cafe of Aliens is, thathe who commits the Fault with- 
iri the Territory of the Prince may be faid to violate 


only.the Jurifdiétion of the Lord, and not ofany other — 


Prince; and therefore he againft whom the Crime is 
committed, may remit it. 

And-altho’ upon the Difpute whether the Prince 
of the Empire, fetting up an Azylum in any City of 
his Dominions, can beftow upon it fo great a Priyi- 
lege, as that a Foreigner committing a Crime out of 
si ieteidient of that Prince [which is the prefent 
Cafe} can enjoy fo far an Immunity, that this Azylum, 
can be of Force and Extenfion to all the Criminals in 
the Empire? I lay altho’ the Affirmative cf the Cafe 
thus ftated may be probable, grounded upon this, 


Becaufe the Remiffions of Delinquents do depend up- . 


on the Pleafure of the Prince of the Territory, whe- 
ther he will fend back the Delinquent or not ? Yet all 
Authors agree, That thefe forts of Azylum onghr on- 
ly to fubfift, whilft they afford Proteétion (not to vo- 
luntaty Delinquents, nor to deceitful ones) but to im- 
prudent Perfons, 

Now that the Mifdemeanors which.a Perfon. com- 
mits in his Office,are voluntary and deceitful, is clear, 
and is farther evinc’d by the Flight of the Delinquent 
out of G. Britain; which excludes him from the 
Right of Azylum in all Nations; more efpecially he 
having been cited, and having anfwer’d to Interroga- 
tories, (which is a Commencement of a Criminal’Pro- 
cedure) the Delinquent being limited to a certaim

And without entering into the Difcuffion of this 
Queftion, *tis not to be believed that the Sovereign 
will ever grant a Proteétion in his Territories -to a 
Delinquent who was but a Paflenger through them;

Befides, it is to be obferved, That the German Aus 
fuch as are under the Jurifdiétion, and not of abfos 
lute Strangers: Forafmuch as ‘tis commonly received 
among all Potentates of the Earth, who are not: in 
a&tual War, (and in particular by the High-Alties)

Law is good and juft, and this correfponds with many other 
of the Articles in the fame joyful Entry, which. fpeak of 
jodees, and the Execution of Juftice ; but if we theuld 
retch the Interpretation of it to Strangers, indifferently, 
it wou’d be very unjuft. ee we 
By the 24th Article of the joyful Entry, ‘tis ftipulated, 
that the Duke fhall not fuffer his Subjz&s of Brabant toare 
reft or implead each other out of the jurifdiétion of Bra- 
bant: And you may nete, that this‘Law obliges a Subjet 
of Brabant, tho’ he be out of the Prince’s Territory ; and 
this fhews, thatas well in Brabant as clfewhere,; what we 
aflerted before is true, viz. that the Power of thé* Prince 
over his Subjeét is not loft by the changing: his Country; 
and moft certainly can never be fuppefed otherwife when 
this Change is of a fudden, and but for a fhort time. Thefe 
‘‘two Privileges, contained in the 17th and 24th Articles 
(whereof the Second, taken generally, is more ftrong‘than 
the Firft) ought, with great reafon, to lie under the fame 
Reftrictions. The Second isa&ually modified in Terms by 
the faid 24th Article, wherein thefe Words follow imme.

to the Council of Brakant; which at laft was finally deter- 
mined and put beyond all deubt by the Decree of the Go- 
vernor-Genetal, withthe Advice and Confent of the faid 
Council, and of the Eftates.
